An array of events is taking place in the 
SouthCoast to help get everyone in the Halloween spirit, 
and here are a few you may not want to miss. 

If you love parades, there are two options 
to check out in the Tri-Town area. As always, the 
Mattapoisett Police Department is hosting the annual 
Mattapoisett Halloween Parade on October 31 at 6:00 
pm. The event kicks off at Center School and features a 
myriad of imaginative costumes. 

The Marion Art Center also is hosting a 
Halloween Parade, and it is scheduled for Sunday, 
October 31, at 4:00 pm. Another town favorite, this event 
begins in front of the Music Hall. 

Hayride lovers also have several options 
to consider. On Friday, October 29, at 6:00 pm, the 
Mattapoisett YMCA will host its annual Family 
Halloween Hayride event. The "fun-filled, family- 
friendly'' event will include pumpkin decorating, 
hayrides, hot cocoa and stories by the campfire. The cost 
to attend is $5 per person, under 3 is free. 

The Mattapoisett Lions Club also is inviting folks 
to participate in Harvest Hayrides on Friday, October 29, 
at the Lions Community Park on Park Street, formerly 
known as the Holy Ghost Grounds. The hayrides are 
being held between 6:30 and 8:30 pm. The event will 
include hot chocolate, cider or coffee and doughnuts. 
The cost is $5 per person or $25 per family; all proceeds

October 22-24 and October 28-30 from 6:00 to 9:00 pm.

He said the tank 
location would be moved to the back of the lot. Fire Chief 
Thomas Joyce has approved the plan, with the stipulation 
that a fire suppression system be installed, he said. Also, 
the tanks would require an annual inspection and must 
be registered annually with the town clerk's office. 

The representatives said that although the plan is 
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not set in stone, the company has invested money into an 
engineering plan for the new tanks. Chairman Blanchette 
took issue with the fact that no timetable has been 
established by the company to get the work done. Further, 
he said he did not want Selectmen approval of the permit 
to tacitly send a message that it approves the company's 
recently denied expansion proposal. 

'1 don't want our approval to cause a situation 
where you can say to the courts, 'The selectmen have 
approved the tanks,"' Chairman Blanchette stated, 

"You don't have to say that, we are restricted 
to the corners of our application. This is strictly an 
application for increase gallonage," Atty. Pellegrini said. 

The lack of a definitive answer on whether the 
proposed project would occur dominated the discussion. 
Mr. Pellegrini stressed that a company answers to its 
Board of Directors, and it is impossible for even the 
president of Cumberland Farms to positively assert that 
a project will not be unplugged. He said, however, that 
Cumberland Farms likely would implement the plan if 
approved because it would eliminate fuel trips in half 
and reduce future expenditures. Mr. Paiva noted that 
the current 1983 tanks have a 30-year warranty up for 
expiration that may necessitate a replacement in the near 
future. 

Selectman Cushing weighed in with remarks that 
large companies often cannot guarantee that a proposed 
project will reach fruition. "I happen to work for a large 
company, and we plan for a lot of things that don't 
happen for a number of years, sometimes never. That's 
the nature of the business," he said. Mr. Dawson likewise 
pointed out that Cumberland Farms already has an 
underground storage tank permit for perpetuity. 

The selectmen then voted on the matter, with 
Selectmen Cushing and Henry in support of approving 
the permit and Chairman Blanchette against it. The 
application required a majority vote, thus Cumberland 
Farms formally obtained the permit. 
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In action items, the board approved: 

• Two one-day alcohol licenses for the Marion 
Social Club for October 30 and November 6 

• One-day wine and malt license for Always in 
Bloom for October 28 

• A water commitment of $4,809.33 

• The date for this year's Holiday party as 
December 7 

At this point, the board tabled a scheduled 
discussion about the recently vacant Building Inspector 
position. 

The selectmen then unanimously approved the 
most recent update of Marion's Housing Production Plan, 
which was prepared by the Marion Affordable Housing 
Trust and approved by various town boards. The plan 
- which details the town's affordable housing goals - is 
submitted to the state and requires an update every five 
years. Input from two public hearings was integrated into 
the plan, Mr. Blanchette noted. 

In the Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
updated the board on an effort to curtail illegal sewer 
connections by conducting investigations of improper 
activities at homes during the upcoming town wide 
installation of new water meters. In response to 
recommendations made by the selectmen at a previous 
meeting, he met with a consultant on the matter. 
He learned that the town does have an active policy 
prohibiting unauthorized connections to the system. 
However, he said the real concern is the ability to offer 
up alternatives for residents with illegal connections. To 
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tackle that issue, he said he is meeting with town officials 
including Rob Zora - as well as sewer engineers - on 
Wednesday, October 20. ''We have to create a mechanism 
to promote this safety from a homeowners' point of view 
and from the selectmen's point of view," Mr. Dawson 
said. 

The town administrator then updated the 
board on problems regarding the Converse Road Water 
Project. "I'm sure you have been inundated with phone 
calls about the road conditions on Converse Road," 
he said. In response, Mr Dawson said he had a "fist- 
pounding" meeting with an engineer on the project, and 
subsequently paving operations have been scheduled 
this week that will "alleviate many problems people are 
experiencing." He said severe compacting issues on the 
road are causing much of the trouble. He added that a 
couple of complaints of damaged vehicles have been 
passed on to the contractor. 

In the next item of business, Mr. Dawson 
informed the selectmen that Marion Recreation's 
Activities Director, Susanne Kotowki, is retiring from 
her position on December 1. "We wish Suzanne well and 
we're working with the recreation commission to fill her 
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shoes/' Mr. Dawson said. 

In other business, the selectmen approved new 
language in the Marion Senior Work Off Abatement 
Program that requires tax documents to be produced by 
seniors who are legally connected to them. The board 
also approved bids the town received to procure road- 
building material. 

Mr. Dawson then brought up a matter regarding 
West Well, which tested positive for percolate during 
annual testing due to groundwater infiltration. He 
suggested that the board hold a special meeting with 
Rochester officials, due to the well's location in the town. 
''This is a very serious issue in and around the area 
that could affect private wells and private homes," he 
said. He said the meeting would allow Marion officials 
to "share what information we do have and bring 
Rochester up-to-date on where we are. It would also 
notify residents to check out their private wells. There 
are a number of people in Rochester who may not know 
about the problem," he said. The board agreed to suggest 
a meeting on a fourth Tuesday of a month and to begin 
firming up a specific date with officials. 

In response to a request from the Plymouth 
country commissioner's office, the selectmen 
subsequently reappointed Selectman Henry as its 
representative for Fiscal Year 2011. 

For the final agenda item, Mr. Dawson 
distributed to the board a draft investment policy for 
town for their review. "This is fairly comprehensive 
policy we'd like to put in place that authorizes treasurer 
to make investments in certain ways," he said, noting 
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that the policy works within restrictions codified in state 
regulations. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the board voted 
to adjourn at 8:38 pm. 

MCAS Scores Show Progress

Decas. Ginny Beams and Joseph Scott did not attend. 

In the chairperson's report, Mr. Bangs reported 
the "valuable experience'' offered to all regional school 
committees during their retreat on September 11. He 
said the group discussed SMART goals that support the 
District's Strategic Plan. He also noted that the district 
principals' goals derive from the Strategic Plan. "It is nice 
to see streamlining and an action plan for accomplishing 
the goals," he said. 

As part of new efforts to achieve goals related 
to attendance, Mr. Bangs said that quarterly attendance 
reports will be provided by the junior high and high 
school at future meetings. Also, reports detailing the 
screenings of at-risk students will be distributed quarterly 
at meetings. 

In Junior High Principal's Kevin Brogioli's 
report, he said the school is looking into directing School 
Choice funds to the purchase of more technology. High 
School Principal Michael Devoll in his report discussed 
the possibility of opening up more School Choice spots. 
Superintendent Doug White expressed concern about the 
level of communication between interested out-of-district 
parents and school administrators and stressed that 
students only would be admitted by lottery as required 
by law. It was decided to hold off on opening more spots. 

Steve Murphy, Facilities Director, discussed in his 
report an effort to ensure "a clean and stable environment 
to make learning happen," which is one of the district's 
goals. Mr. Murphy recently restructured the work force to 
achieve that end. Moreover, he is working to foster more 
relationships with second shift facilities staff and teachers 
so potential problems can be addressed immediately. 
A high school math teacher at the meeting recounted a 
recent incident where she identified issues of peeling 
paint to facility staff. She said a crew immediately fixed 
the problem and also uncovered rust. "I compliment your 
staff," she said. 

Other projects pursued by Mr. Murphy are new 
bimonthly inspections to reduce all levels of dirt, fungi 
and allergens by 30 percent. He also is working with staff 
to give the school building "a face lift" by repainting the 
interior. Moreover, he is moving ahead with the recently

approved Digital Device Control system, and a meeting 
is scheduled with the awarded contractor in December to 
install the new system over the holiday break. 

Food Services Director Suzanne Souza then 
presented a detailed report on the new NutriKids point- 
of-sale system offered at the school. She said it has failed 
to entirely catch on and that the majority of students still 
are bringing cash to purchase their lunches. "The cash 
line is very long/' she said. To address the problem, she 
said a letter will go out to parents showing how to set 
daily limits and other general restrictions. Ms. Souza also 
reported that fewer snacks are being sold, in part because 
the new menu offers healthier snacks than in previous 
years. 

The new point-of-sale system has resulted in a 
strong increase in students applying for free and reduced 
lunches, Ms. Souza stated. District wide, 50 to 70 more 
students have applied for the program, in part due to the 
anonymity offered by the new point-of-sale system. 

The location of the prom was the next topic up for 
discussion. Student Council President Ian Jones presented 
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three potential venues for school committee approval: 
Lake Pearl Lucianos in Wrentham MA for $51 per ticket; 
Ocean Cliff in Newport RI for $60 per ticket; and the State 
Room in Boston MA for $120.80 per ticket. Mr. Jones said 
that fundraisers are planned throughout the year to help 
bring down these costs. A survey also will be conducted 
to determine a favorite among the three, he said. 

Echoing concerns by other committee members, 
Mr. Bangs remarked on the high cost to attend, especially 
if the seniors choose State Room as the prom location. 
''We don't want to deny the senior class its choice, but 
we don't want to deny an individual or small group the 
ability to go," he said. The committee also said that the 
State Room choice must require that every student take 
the bus to and from the event. 

After a lengthy discussion on the matter, the 
committee asked to see the results of the student survey 
before approving any of the venues. A special meeting 
will be scheduled on October 21 at 6:15 pm to vote on the 
venue. 

At this point, the committee approved a donation 
of four treadmills to the fitness center. Shortly 
thereafter. Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm 
presented an updated Special Education Program Plan 
that incorporates anti-buUying language as required by 
the new law The committee approved it unanimously. 

At 7:15 pm, the committee adjourned to allow the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen to hold a special meeting 
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for the purpose of appointing a new member. (See related 
story in issue). The board formally approved Mattapoisett 
resident Michael Pellegrino as the newest addition to the 
ORR School District Committee. 

At 7:58 pm, the committee reconvened. Business 
Administrator Katie Isernio reported "no surprises in 
the budget'' and received approval for several transfers. 
She also announced that Debra Brown will serve as the 
new district accountant. "She'll bring a lot to the district 
helping with the nuts and bolts and with the big picture/' 
Ms. Isernio said. She also received approval to purchase 
a five-year lease for a new copier for the junior high to 
replace a non-functioning unit. 

Principals Mr. Devoll and Mr. Brogioli then both 
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delivered extensive presentations on how the schools 
fared on last school year's MCAS exams. 

In the junior high, the number of students 
performing at the proficient and advanced level increased 
in all three topics of math, English language arts and 
science. In math, 76 percent of seventh graders and 87 
percent of eighth graders performed at an advanced or 
proficient level, both an increase from the past three years. 
91 percent of seventh graders and 88 percent of eighth 
graders scored in ranges proficient and above. For the 
seventh grade, this reflects an increase of 6 percentage 
points compared to last year; however, the eighth grade 
percentage dropped two percentage points from the 90 
percent achieved in 2009. In eighth grade science, 54 
percent scored proficient or above, a three percent increase 
from 2009. 

In all categories, seventh and eighth graders 
ranked in the 71 percentile and above compared to 
all students in the state. Across the board, the scores 
were better than performances in towns with similar 
demographics. However, Mr. Brogioli said that much 
improvement is still needed to improve the performances 
of special education and low-income students to meet 
state goals. To boost these scores, struggling students 
have been identified by the school and are assigned to 
core academic teachers twice per week for 40-minute 
increments, he said. 

High school MCAS scores likewise demonstrated 
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progress. Students performed better than the state 
average in all topics tested, including math, English 
language arts and biology. However, scores barely topped 
the state average for biology, and Mr. Devoll indicated 
that the school is investigating how to bolster these scores. 
ORRHS' scores were slightly better in towns with similar 
demographics, or cohorts, for math. The school scored 
in an identical percentile with other cohorts for English 
language arts. Overall, the 2010 scores were comparable 
to those scored in previous years, although the biology 
score dropped four percentage points. 

After the presentation, Ms. Rounseville asked the 
question, "How much collective energy [does high school 
staff] put into the MCAS?'' Both principals responded that 
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the schools are increasing their energies into faring even 
better on the test next year and expressed support for 
academic testing. "Results matter/' Mr. Brogioli said. Mr. 
DevoU agreed, but said the interventions practiced "are 
more in the name of student learning." 

The committee then reorganized to appoint Mr. 
Motta to the policy subcommittee. Ms. Meere briefly 
delivered both the SMEC and Tri-Tow^n Foundation 
reports. She said SMEC is investigating a space for 
a potential alternative high school in Fairhaven and 
reported a drop in attendance in the organization's day 
program. Ms. Meere also said that a recent wine tasting 
to support the Tri-Towrn Foundation raised $4,000, and 
that the organization is looking for twro members from 
Rochester. 

In the regionalization subcommittee report, Mr. 
Bangs stated the group decided not to use $10,000 in grant 
funds to hire a consultant, and instead direct that to the 
process of regionalization if that is the course chosen. 

The next committee meeting wrill occur on 
December 6. 

The committee then entered executive session 
for the purpose of discussing strategies writh respect to 
collective bargaining. 

Bay Watch Project Hearing Continued 

Marion Conservation Commission

A regular meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission w^as called to order by Chairman Joel Hartley 
on Wednesday, October 13, at 7:00 pm at the Marion Tow^n 
Hall. Also present w^ere members Lawrrence Doman, 
Norman Hills, Wendy Carreau, Sherman Briggs and 
Secretary Diane Drake. 

The first order of business wras a "To Issue" 
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request by Barbara DeCosta for a second three-year 
extension permit for extending a driveway and wetlands 
replication at 2 Washburn Park Road. ConCom members 
said that a recent site visit, triggered by the extension 
request, showed that two wetland violations had 
occurred. 

Mr. Hills informed other commission members 
that there was a trail through the wetland, used by horses, 
just beyond the replication area, and that a clearing of 
wetlands also had occurred. Ms. DeCosta said that the 
state had deemed the property was agricultural and 
believed that a state inspector had approved the current 
use of the property Ms. DeCosta said that because the 
property is "registered as a farm," it is inspected each 
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year. Mr. Hills requested documents issued by the state 
inspector regarding the property. Ms. DeCosta said that 
she would get the information within the week. The 
ConCom commission said that the wetlands violation did 
not impact the original request for the extension permit, 
but that the wetlands violations needed to be addressed 
prior to the determination of the extension. 

The next order of business was an appointment 
for discussion with Ray Pickles regarding specifications 
for plantings at the Spr ague's Cove Storm Water 
Remediation Project on Front Street at Silvershell Beach. 
Several abutters joined Mr. Pickles for the discussion. 
Mr. Pickles gave a history of the project and said that 
the project began in 1993 and was a joint effort by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, MA Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the DEP and that the town of Marion did 
''in kind" services on the project. At the time, the cost 
was approximately $54,000, with the town of Marion 
providing $4,000 in approved wetland plantings in the 
interior pond areas. 

Mr. Pickles said that over time, volunteers 
planted trees, which is against the order of maintenance 
conditions outlined in the original proposal. According 
to Mr. Pickles, these trees now are "serious issues" to the 
integrity of the two dikes. Several locust trees and a red 
oak were planted, which currently are interfering with the 
dike spillway. Mr. Pickles said that both types of trees are 
not salt water tolerable and will die, over time, possibly 
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falling and damaging the dike and spillway. It was also 
noted that the trees in the project area block the water 
views of the abutters. 

Mr. Pickles said that the abutters want the town to 
maintain it and do the annual inspection. Mr. Pickles said 
that he contacted Marion DPW chief Rob Zora, but Mr. 
Zora told him that it was a wetland issue that had to be 
brought before the ConCom. 

ConCom member Mr. Briggs said that the 
committee needs to review the original documents which 
would provide a "baseline and how to proceed, and, from 
there, give the Board of Selectmen the information and let 
them determine who is responsible for maintaining it.'' 
Mr. Pickles said he would get the information and give it 
to the commission. 

Applicants Michael and Mary Curran then 
presented a Request For Determination (RFD) to construct 
a building addition, terrace and a porch at 38 Point Road. 
Representing the applicants were Sue Nilson of CLE 
Engineering and Jay Ryder, the contractor. Ms. Nelson 
said the addition was ''relatively small," with the goal 
of connecting the house to the garage area and build 
a bluestone porch and terrace. Ms. Nelson said there 
would be no change in landscaping and all fill would be 
trucked off site. The proposal showed compliance with 
the wetland building codes. The commission approved 
the proposal. 

The next appointment was with Coolmar Limited 
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Partnership who requested an RFD to rework the seawall 
and pier at 596 Point Road. Applicant representative 
David Davignon of Schneider and Associates said that 
the pier and concrete deck will remain the same and keep 
the same footprint. Small stones will be brought in to fill 
in the cracks and help re-point the pier all the way out 
to the floats. All the work will be done manually. When 
asked how the work will be done, Mr. Davignon said that 
plywood would be laid down at low tide, and the crew 
will stand on the wood and work until the tide rises. All 
plywood will be pulled back each day and the work will 
continue each day until it is completed. "They'll do as 
much as they can do per day, until they're done," said Mr. 
Davignon. 
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The last appointment was a Notice of Intent 
filed by Bay Watch Realty Trust to construct a 168-unit 
affordable housing complex under Chapter 40B with 
associated parking areas, on-site and off-site utility 
connections, storm water management infrastructure and 
related mitigation measurers on Lots 27-29 off Front Street 
(Route 105). 

Representing the applicants were Ken Steen 
of Bay Watch Realty Trust and Sean Hale of Epsilon 
Associates. The parties discussed the status of several 
reports that had not yet been completed, including a 
storm- water package and an outstanding enforcement 
order. 

Several members of the audience had comments, 
including Luke Legere, an attorney with McGregor and 
Associates who presented a letter to the ConCom. Mr. 
Legere said that he represented ''a group of residents 
of the Town of Marion'' and stated, ''we feel the [NOT] 
application is incomplete." Copies of the letter were 
distributed to commission members. Resident David 
Barrett told the ConCom that he was the southern abutter 
to the proposed project and that a study should be done 
regarding the extensive tree removal proposed. 

Resident Tom Magauran, who also serves as 
Vice Chair to the Planning Board, asked the ConCom to 
provide a synopsis of "the complex issues here," so the 
attendees of the meeting could be brought up to date. Mr. 
Hills explained that there are two wetland areas on the 
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site and any work that involves the wetlands requires 
ConCom approval. The delineation line of the wetlands 
was completed a year ago. Three potential vernal pools 
also were identified, with one being de-certified and two 
being certified. Certification is done by National Heritage 
and Endangered Species Program (NHESP). The wetland 
impact study will also be included. 

In summary, Mr. Hills said that the ConCom was 
waiting to review two reports, one from NHESP, and the 
other was the storm-water package report. Both reports 
are expected to be ready for review by October 27. Both 
parties will have time to review them and meet again 
before any conclusion is made. A motion to continue was 
approved for a meeting on November 10 at 7:30 pm. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the commission 
adjourned at 8:26 pm. 

Pellegrino Appointed to ORR Committee 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A special meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer at 7:15 pm on October 13 in the superintendent's 
conference room at Old Rochester Regional High School. 
Selectmen Paul Silva and George Randall were in 
attendance, in addition to Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne and ORR District School Committee members 
Nick Decas and Charles Motta. The meeting was held 
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during a regular meeting of the ORR School District 
committee meeting for the purpose of appointing a new 
member. 

The board formally interviewed two additional 
applicants for the vacant ORR School District committee 
seat, left vacant by the passing of Daniel Goodman. On 
September 14, the board had interviewed Bert Theriault 
and Bob Hohne, but decided to accept additional 
applications. During this meeting, the board met with 
new applicants, Cathy Smilan and Michael Pellegrino. 

In the first interview with Ms. Smilan, the 
applicant described her academic background and 
stated that she holds a doctorate in Curriculum and 
Instruction in Art Education. 'T would like to lend my 
expertise and support teachers in better ways to assist 
with their communication to students,'' she said. In 
response to a question from Selectman Silva about her 
budget experience, she referred to her experience as a 
grant writer and creating budgets for academic programs. 
She also cited her experience working with teachers at 
Sippican School, Center School and Old Hammondtown. 
"Fve been fairly active with all of the schools,'' she said. 

In response to a question about her priorities 
during what should be a difficult budget season, she said, 
"Student-centered learning, all things that give us a return 
on our investment." She added: "Teachers are the most 
important delivery system; there should be dollars spent 
on helping teachers become more effective." 
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The board then met with Michael Pellegrino, a 
local physician and entrepreneur, on his application to the 
committee. As a father of four, he said the position would 
be an "an opportunity to get more involved/' Although he 
said he has no experience in the administration of a school 
system, he said he has budgetary experience leading 
a large medical practice. He said in the past he home 
schooled his children but decided to move them into the 
public school system. 

In terms of tough budgetary decisions likely to 
occur this year, he said he would focus on making the cuts 
"the least hurtful" to students. 

After the two interviews, Mr. Hohne - present 
at the meeting - announced that he had to withdraw 
his candidacy due to a rule that does not allow full- 
time school employees to apply. Mr. Hohne is the girls' 
basketball coach. "Perhaps when I take my sneakers off 
for the last time, ITl apply again," he said. 

Mr. Theriault gave a final statement outlining 
his interest in the position. He said his experience as a 
Fulbright scholar in the Netherlands and his experience 
with budgets make him a suitable candidate to the 
position. "Fm 82 years old and I have a passion for 
education. That is why Fm here tonight," he said. 

The board and two committee members then 
voted on the appointment. Selectmen Silva and Randall, 
as well as Mr. Decas, both voted for Pellegrino. Chairman 
Collyer abstained because he felt that the board should 
not have accepted additional applications. Mr. Motta 
voted for Mr. Theriault. 

Michael Pellegrino then officially was voted in as 
the new member of the ORR School District Committee. 
The board then adjourned at 7:55 pm.

A meeting of the Mattapoisett School Committee 
was called to order by Chairperson Grace Knox on 
October 18 at 7:05 pm in the Center School cafeteria. 
Committee members present included Gerald Johnson, 
Virginia Beams, Charles Motta and Joyce Lavoie. 
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In the Chairperson's report, Ms. Knox presented 
an update on items at both elementary schools that 
soon will reach the end of their ''useful life formula/' 
An inventory of the "100 units for the three-year plan" 
was presented to the committee. Ms. Knox said that 
64 of the units were in classrooms, with the remaining 
being located in the lab and library at Center School. Ms. 
Knox said that all of the units had a life span of seven 
years, which will end in June 2011.

would help the district view information in a more 
efficient way. 

Center School Principal Rosemary Bowman 
then gave her report, in which she said that teachers 
are meeting for 50 minutes per week during scheduled 
"collaboration'' blocks. During this block of time, grade 
level teachers discuss essential skills for students to 
know, how the skills will be measured and planning 
for the flextime groups. Old Hammondtown Principal 
Matt D' Andrea also spoke and said that online computer 
assessment of student progress will take place in 
November. The Measure of Academic Progress (MAP) 
assessments from North West Educational Association 
will consist of three one-hour sessions. The sessions will 
include Reading, Language and Math. Mr. D' Andrea said 
it would take three weeks to do all the testing, which will 
be done in the school's computer lab. The MAP testing 
can be done up to three times a year. 

Suzanne Souza, Director of Food Services, 
discussed the drop in lunch purchases since the 
introduction of healthier items on the menu.

in allergy awareness and will then train the cafeteria 
staff. A staff member has also been trained in the "Choke 
Saver'' program. Both programs are sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Department of Health. 

Facilities Director Steve Murphy then gave his 
report, and announced that both Center School and Old 
Hammondtown have been given a rating of Level 2, 
which means "ordinary tidiness" in the APPA rating.

Business Administrator Katie Isernio's financial 
report then was reviewed and approved. The committee 
subsequently approved the September 13 meeting 
minutes. 

Ms. Hamm then requested that the committee 
approve and agree to adhere to the state laws and 
regulations presented in the Special Education Program 
Plan.

Both principals then presented the 2010 MCAS 
results, which showed that the majority of students 
perform in the proficient range or above. Ms. Bowman 
reported on the results of the 57 students who took the 
MCAS at Center School. "We have one example of a 
student failing in math, yet is proficient in the language 
arts,'' she said. Ms. Bowman also examined the point 
values in the ranges of proficient and above proficient. 
Several students were within one or two points of moving 
into another range. Mr. D' Andrea also presented the Old 
Hammondtown MCAS results and said: ''We need to 
build on our strengths." The Old Hammondtown results 
had the benefit of looking at the same group of students 
over time, with the results improving each grade level. 
Chairperson Knox said that she went to the Department 
of Education web site and looked at sample questions 
on the MCAS and thought they were appropriate for the 
grade levels, and encouraged others to look at the web 
site. 

At 9:13 pm, the school committee adjourned and 
entered into executive session.

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already begun its acts of philanthropy The club, which is 
usually referred to as CSL within the school community 
has existed for eight years, with its original name being 
the Youth Council. Established in 2002, the Youth 
Council / CSL always has involved engaging students in 
both volunteer opportunities and hosting different kinds 
of drives. Currently, the club is under the leadership of 
science teacher Mrs. Cabral, who originally got involved 
through service projects that had been connected to the 
curriculum for her classes. 

At the last CSL meeting, which for the most 
part take place after school on Thursdays in either Mrs. 
Cabral' s room or at the Gifts to Give warehouse (one of 
the locations where CSL members do their volunteering 
hours), the members were working on creating their 
mission statement. One had been written by CSL member 
Lauren Pettinato in past years, but had been misplaced 
due to lack of use.

The new mission statement reads, "Our goal is 
to educate others about community service and involve 
them in effecting change at home and abroad.''

Town community in several drives, as well volunteering 
with local organizations, such as the New Bedford 
nonprofit Gifts to Give. 

According to the CSL members who have been 



involved with the club for more than one year, the group 
always has been small. Lately, the club has been getting 
more regular members. In the past, the club would 
consist of about ten members who would not attend 
meetings regularly. Now there is a group of six or seven 
members who have been making all of the meetings. 

Regular attendance has allowed the group to 
progress with plans for several upcoming drives and 
volunteer opportunities. On the second half -day of the 
year, the group spent their first day at the Gifts to Give 
warehouse sorting and logging the donations as well as 
putting together packages. Plans also have been made for 
the upcoming drive for Gifts to Give. The drive will take 
place on November 13 at the Mattapoisett Fire Station. 
Gifts to Give drives typically are successful, as nearly all 
items are accepted by the non-profit organization. Items 
that are not used by Gifts to Give are still used by other 
charities in the area. More information about the Gifts to 
Give drive in November — such as times and details on 
what kinds of items are welcome — will be available as the 
event approaches. 

CSL also is planning to have a Cinderella Drive 
this year, which is connected to Gifts to Give. Starting two 
weeks before the homecoming dance, both girls and guys 
are encouraged to go through their closets for dresses, 
shoes, tuxes, shirts, and accessories necessary for proms.

Rochester Program Wins Innovator Award

By the time it is 9:00 am each morning, most 
people are gulping down their last drops of coffee and 
getting their to-do lists out on the table. 

For attendees of Ye Olde Breakfast Shoppe, 
when 9:00 am rolls around, they've already feasted on 
a hot breakfast, met with friends, and engaged in lively 
debate that could solve the world's problems. 

Each weekday morning from 7:00 to 9:00 am, 
more than 20 people flock to the Rochester Senior 
Center on 67 Dexter Lane to enjoy breakfast and meet 
with friends to discuss everything under the sun - from 
the merits of the Historic District Commission to the 
history of the term "juckets." The breakfast program, 
which was started in November 2008, began as an effort 
to fill a void after the closing of a local breakfast joint 
took away many locals' favorite hangout spot. Since 
its inception, attendance 
continues to grow and even 
residents from other local 
towns are participating in the 
program. 

In recognition of 
the success of the breakfast 
program, the Massachusetts 
Councils on Aging and 
Senior Center Directors 
awarded Ye Olde Breakfast 
Shoppe organizers the 
Annual Innovator's Award 
on October 6 at an annual 
state conference in Falmouth, 
MA. 

"The program 
responds to a community 
need. It is the only meeting 
place, and it is a great 
opportunity to draw in 
community," Sharon Lally, 
Director of the Rochester Council on Aging (CO A), said. 
She estimates that between 25 to 30 people participate 
each day. The Rochester Lions Club and the Friends 
of the Rochester Senior Center operate the breakfast 
program jointly, and also receive assistance from Martha 
Moone, who is sponsored by Coastline Elderly Services, 
who serves as a waitress for the project. 

Overall, the CO A sponsors the program and

pays the overhead costs, while both the Lions Club and 
Friends group share the full program's expense and 
profits. A large team of volunteers from both groups 
assists with preparing the breakfast. This group does all 
the shopping, cooking, cleaning, the inventory, and the 
full banking and financial budget. In this way, it is run 
separately from the CO A. 

In three words, Marion resident Jim Gurney - a 
"fixture" of the program - summed up what he likes 
about the program in three words: "The round table." He 
said he loves the daily opportunity to meet and converse 
with new and old friends. "There are all different people 
you can talk to," he said. 

Slim Bumier, who attends from time-to-time, 
agrees. "You can meet friends here and discuss world 
politics," he said. Although the program primarily caters 
to senior patrons, younger locals, including Andrew 
Daniels, also enjoy breakfast with the group. Also, senior 

couples like Butch and 
Dorris Boucher attend. 

In fiscal year 2010, the 
breakfast program served 
at least 176 unduplicated 
individuals 5,290 meals. 
Participants pay a modest 
fee for the program, which 
includes a bottomless cup of 
coffee. Menu items include 
chipped beef, S.O.S. and 
Belgian waffles. Some 
attend just to drink coffee 
and socialize. In addition to 
offering an opportunity for 
locals to socialize and enjoy 
breakfast, the program also 
exposes seniors to the center 
and its services. 

Organizers of the 
group have been able to use 
profits gained to support the 
programs and services offered by the COA at the center. 
Last year, for example, an addition to the kitchen area 
was done, including a walk- in refrigerator and freezer, 
and dry- storage.

Jackass 3D, Starring Johnny Knoxville and Steve-O. 
Directed by Jeff Tremaine. Running time: 95 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

This certainly has been the year of transgressive cinema, 
what with The Human Centipede, Enter the Void, and more and 
more Americans finding their way to the still-unreleased-in- 
America A Serbian Film. To that list we can add Jackass 3D, 
which peppers 3 ,000 screens nationwide with more things you 
can't unsee, stunts no sane person would try, and less-than- 
precious bodily fluids. 

I have a soft spot for Johnny Knoxville and his few, his 
happy few, his band of morons. Every time Knoxville has 
announced a new Jackass movie, he's made a point of assuring 
us that everyone's back — Steve-O, Bam Margera, Wee 
Man, the whole sick crew. That's because the group dynamic 
— affectionately vicious, spurring each other on to greater, 
stupider offenses to good taste and health — is at least as 
important as the self-abusing stuff they do; that's what separates 
them from the wannabe-jackasses who put their testicle-bashing 
and volleyball-to-the-face bits all over YouTube. Renegade 
filmmaker Spike Jonze has been a part of the Jackass saga for a 
reason; he sees the surreal performance-art aspect of it, the long 
(if perverse) history behind it. At their best, the Jackass crew 
are like Hunter S . Thompson staging Project Mayhem at Delta 
House, or the Vienna Aktionists retooled for the skater culture. 

James Cameron recently called Piranha 3D onto the carpet 
for cheapening his beloved format, and I shudder to think 
what he'd say about Jackass 3D (maybe he'd just laugh at it). 
In truth, the extra dimension only serves to create a mood of 
bemused dread: what kind of foul muck are they going to send 
spurting into the audience? The foul muck, when it comes, 
may fly in three dimensions but ultimately hits the fourth wall, 
the camera lens. I suppose some of those shots could 've been 
CGI'ed up to send gobs of rancid offal right into our faces, but 
I'm sort of glad they weren't — not because I'm squeamish but 
because it would 've violated the group's this-isn't-faked credo 
and ethos. 

There's been a lot of press, connected to the recent news 
about gay kids being bullied, over whether "That's so gay'' is 




homophobic 
or just lazy. 
I seek only 
accurate 
language 
when I say 
that Jackass 
3D, at times, 
is so gay. It 

always has been, really; as in Fight Club, there's something 
unmistakably homoerotic about nearly-naked men sharing 
physical extremes {This! Is! Spaaarta!), and the guys don't shy 
away from it — they giggle and give in, to paraphrase Robert 
Altman, and I'm certain this is the only time Altman will be 
name-checked in a review of a Jackass movie. Anyway, penises 
flop around, buttocks are exposed and manhandled and bitten by 
a hog, sweat is collected in a glass and chugged down — sounds 
like a festive night at the Anvil. 

My heart went out to poor Lance Bangs, a music-video 
director and documentarian who has a great deal of trouble 
keeping his lunch down while filming some of the more 
unspeakable stunts; at one point he yaks onto his own camera, 
an image Knoxville recognizes as so spontaneously, iconically 
perfect he holds the camera aloft in a mix of disgust and pride. 
Every so often, a routine will transcend merely showing us 
something we've never seen before and inscribe itself onto 
the same coin as Bunuel or Giinter Brus; the bit with the 
volcano springs immediately, violently, to mind. At another 
point, Knoxville turns himself into background art to foil the 
attentions of a bull, like a Looney Tunes character or a human 
trompe-Voeil. And the climax, featuring a porta-potty filled 
with dog feces and a Steve-O filled with dread (he doesn't even 
have the solace, or the excuse, of being drunk for the occasion), 
is foreshadowed by blue paint-bombs going off inside other 
porta-potties, turning various Jackasses into visual references to 
another long-running performance-art collective, the Blue Man 
Group. Also, someone farts into a trumpet. 

Many have said, and I concur, that the boys are getting 
too old for this. A man's leg trembling after a donkey has 
kicked it symbolizes the pitfalls and limitations of this sort of 
entertainment. It may be time to pass the blood-smeared torch; 
a group has already grabbed for it, and — yes — they're female 
(Google up "Rad Girls" if you're not familiar). The end-credits 
mix of childhood photos and footage of Knoxville & company 
in the flower of youth seems to suggest a fond farewell. Adios, 
au revoir, auf wiener-pain.
